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Italians sweep ISDE

The U.S. Trophy Team rode to a fourth place finish in the October 5-10 
56th International Six Days Enduro on Italy's Isle of Elba. Trophy Team 
rider Frank Stacy (Suz) posted the best individual score by an 
American rider, fourth in the 250cc class. Dick Burleson (Hus), Jeff 
Fredette (Suz), Mike Melton (Hus), Mike Rosso (Suz) and Terry Cunning- 


ham (Hus) were Stacy’s teammates. 


In Vase Team competition, it was Larry Roeseler (Yam), Kevin LaVoie 
(KTM), Frank Gallo (KTM) and John Martin (C-A' finishing fifth overall. 

Italy, for the third year in a row, collected the World Trophy win. The 
home country advantage worked for the Italian Vase Team as they 
also came up winners. West Germany trailed Italy in both divisions. 

All 34 members of the U.S. team finished the event. In all, American 
riders collected 22 gold medals, 11 silver and one bronze.

He will spend another two weeks in 
traction at Findlay, Ohio’s Blanchard 
Valley Hospital, (room 433, 145 West 
Wallace St., Findlay, OH 45840) 
before being allowed to return home 
and begin exercising. Scott will spend 
at least three months on crutches 
before being allowed to walk unaided. 
“Hank was in good spirits after the 
operation,” said his wife Sue. “He was 
thrilled to get all the cards and letters 
that have been coming. They really 
helped to cheer him up.” 


The October 10-11 International 
Drag Bike Association World Finals 
drag race at Mississippi's Gulfport 
Dragway saw a pair of new faces 
in the Top Fuel final. Sam Wills 
(Kaw) topped Chris Hand (Kaw) for 
the win, turning 7.43 seconds/187.50 
mph to Hand's 8.49/169.81 effort. 
Hamp Osborn (Kaw) defeated Ron 
Turner (Suz) for the Pro Stock win 
while Terry Kizer (Kaw) was 
downing Craig Burns (Kaw) for the 
win in Funny Bike. It was Vicki Farr 
(Kaw) winning Pro Comp over Sam 
Oskins (Kaw). Number One plates 
went to Bo O'Brochta (Top Fuel), 
Wayne Buckler (Pro Comp), Sid 
Pogue (Pro Stock) and Terry Kizer 
(Funny Bike). Complete coverage 
next week. 


Neil Hudson will not defend his World 
Championship 250cc MX Series crown 
next year. Instead, the Britisher will 
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be Haken Carqvis's teammate in 
Yamaha's two-pronged attack on the 
500cc World Championship title. 
American Bill Buchka will remain as 
Hudson's mechanic. 


Polish trials rider Adam Kowalezyk 
scored a rather amazing clean in 
the Sept. 27 final round of the 
World Championship Observed 
Trials Series in West Germany. 
Kowalezyk's clean was a clean 
get-away as he left the trials area 
after completing the first round, 
rode straight to the police station 
and then up the steps and inside 
without a dab. Kowalezyk claimed 
political asylum saying that he did 
not wish to return to Poland. 


Wayne Rainey is officially the new 
member of Team Kawasaki’ road 
racing team. Rainey signed a contract 
"for more than one year," according to 
team manager Mathers. "Rainey will 
join Eddie (Lawson) in the Superbike 
Championship Series. Lawson, who 
contrary to rumors has another year to 
go on his contract, will also ride in 
Formula One next season," continued 
Mathers. "Lawson's contract calls for 
him to have one of Kawasaki's 500cc 
GP bikes to use. In addition, Lawson 
will hopefully be able to contest some 
World Championship events when 
there is no schedule conflict. Rainey 
will ride the Winston Pro Series dirt 
track when not road racing." 


Freddie Spencer acknowledged that 
his mount for the 500cc World 
Championship GP Road Racing 
Series will be a new two-stroke 
Honda GP bike as has been rumored. 
However, that was all Spencer 
would acknowledge. “I plan to be 
in Japan for extensive testing be- 
fore the end of the year," said 
Spencer. "Although most of- ту

time will be taken up with the GPs, 
I plan to ride both the Houston TT 
and short track Nationals as well 
as the Superbike and Formula One 
events at Daytona.” Will Spencer's 
leaving for Europe open a spot on 
Team Honda's road racing efforts? 
“Well,” said Spencer with a know- 
ing smile, "I'd say that was very 
possible. 1 believe some contacts 
have already been made but | can't 
say who.” 


AFM Pro, the business concern of 
Rudy Galindo and Jim Moore which 
promoted the AFM/Budweiser Six- 
Hour, has reportedly separated from 
the road racing club American Federa- 
tion of Motorcyclists. To that end, re- 
portedly AFM will resume control of 
the annual six-hour endurance race, 
and that race will run strictly as an 
amateur club event. AFM Pro, mean- 
while has organized the Budweiser 500 
series. This series will be large purse 
endurance races of either 500 miles or 
500 kilometers, depending on track 
length. Tracks to run the series are set 
to include Willow Springs, Kent, WA, 
Pueblo, CO, Texas World Speedway, 
College Station, TX, Mid-Ohio and 
Indianapolis Raceway Park. 


Bill Dutcher, the head of public re- 
lations at Harley-Davidson, has re- 
signed his post, and will be moving 
to upstate New York where he 
hopes to start a communication and 
promotions business. Dutcher's 
stated reason for leaving H-D was 
that he did not wish to relocate his 
family to the company's Milwaukee 
base.

While he was on his way to winning 
the final Superbike round of 1981 at 
Daytona, Freddie Spencer erased the 
existing Superbike lap record with a 
2:05.64 tour that translates into 
110.885 miles per hour. The existing 
mph record, set by Graeme Crosby, 
was 105.370. Spencer's race-winning 
average was 109.343. 


Correction: Recently we reported 
that R.C. Engineering had signed 
an '82 contract with American Hon- 
da to run Top Fuel events. Accord- 
ing to R.C.'s Terry Tiernan, that isn't 
the case. “The only contract we've 
signed with Honda is one through 
the end of 1981. We have not 
signed an '82 contract.” 


We heard that Kenny Roberts is taking 
it easy with two weeks in Hawaii follow- 
ing talks with Yamaha in Japan. No 
news — yet — on the outcome of the 
talks.

an earlier meeting and to invite 
questions and/or comments on the 
proposed project, which involves 
an acquistion of 1900 acres. 
Resuits of these two meetings, 
Parks and Rec says, will help them 
complete a feasibility study of the 
project. The meeting will begin at 7 
p.m. at the County Administration 
Center, Room 310, Main Board 
Chambers, 1600 Pacific Highway in 
San Diego.

History was made out in the Desert 
when the Oct. 10 Johnson Valley to 
Parker Check Chase took off after a 
five year legal battle. Las Vegan Kevin 
Welch (Mai) was the event's overall 
winner.

Superbikers race at Carlsbad 
ought to be able to put food on the 
table for awhile. Listen to some of 
these  contingencies for first 
overall: Champion Spark Plugs 
($5000), Hobie Cat (16-foot Hobie 
Cat sailboat), Bel-Ray ($1000) and 
Bell Helmets ($1000). 


U.S. Road Racing Champion Dale 
Singleton reports that he has had a dis- 
cussion with Mike DiPrete, AMA 
commissioner of professional racing, 
regarding the fact that the factory 
Formula I four-stroke bikes are 
quicker than restricted Yamaha 
'TZ750s. “Even though I knew it would 
cause four-stroke competitors a lot of 
problems, I more or less asked for 
them to be required to use carb 
restrictors. DiPrete shocked me when 
he told me that the AMA was 
considering dropping the restrictor 
requirement for two-stroke 750s. We 
originally put- restrictors in them to 
slow them down and make for safer 
racing. Now I'm told that it's possible 
the tire companies can make a tire 
that'll last 200 miles (Daytona 200) 
under a TZ750. Without restrictors in 
the TZ750s, I think we're looking at 
185 mph top speed at Daytona. What 
toes I have left shake whenever I think 
of that!" said Singleton. 


Now that the '81 Winston Pro 
Series has ended, speculation as to 
who will ride what next year is 
starting to flow hot and heavy. Will 
Harley-Davidson retain Jay Spring- 
steen, the three-time Grand 
National Champion whose illness 
has forced him to miss more races 
than he has competed in over the 
past two years? With Freddie 
Spencer announcing he'll compete 
on the GP road race circuit in 
Europe next year, who will Honda 
sign? Many feel Ted Boody will be 
in Honda leathers in '82, but Boody 
isn't all that sure. “I wouldn't count 
on it,” said Boody at the season 
ending Ascot Half Mile. Will Mike 
Kidd, the new Grand National 
Champion, ride Yamahas exclu- 
sively in'82? _

Wallace, North Carolina, has put together. Dixon's best quarter-mile run so 
far took place at Rockingham, North Carolina, on September 13 when he 
turned in a 7.65 sec., 171 mph run at “30% power.” Dixon says the bike is 
capable of a 5 sec., 250 mph run at only 8096 power. Stay tuned! 





At the Ascot Winston Pro Series 
National, announcer Roxy Rockwood 
called Gary Scott's bid for the title, 
"Scott's last hurrah." Scott said, "Bull, 
I'm not going to quit by any means. 
This (failure to win the title) just 
makes me tougher. You better believe 
Ill have a stronger program next 
year." 


Unknown to Gary Scott was that 
his wife Donna had taken the 
Number One plate he had won in 
1975 and brought it with her on 
their trip west. Had Scott won the 
title, Donna would have been 
ready for the celebration. 


The 1972 AMA Grand National 
Championship season produced a 
bumper crop of rookies who went on to 
bigger and better things. Kenny 
Roberts, Mike Kidd and Gary Scott 
were all rookies that year with Scott 
taking Rookie of the Year honors. 
Roberts leads the honor roll with two 
titles (1973-74), 29 National victories 
and three 500cc World Championship 
GP Road Racing titles (1978-80). Scott 
has collected one National Champion- 
ship (1975) and 18 National wins, 
while Kidd, the new champ, has won 
12 Nationals in his career. 


Will Freddie Spencer have a 
teammate next season when he 
sets out in quest of the 500cc 
World Championship Road Racing 
Series title? Rumors abound in 
Europe that Honda is out to entice 
newly crowned 500cc champ 
Marco Lucchinelli into their camp 
as a teammate for Spencer, or 
perhaps, vice-versa. The European 
press contends that Honda can 
"buy" anyone they want. 
Lucchinelli, who won the title on a 
semi-works supported Suzuki, is 
looking for a full factory ride. 
However, with Randy Mamola and 
Graeme Crosby making up the 
works team at present, it looks like 
there may not be a spot for a third 
rider even is he is the World 
Champion! 


The Motorcycle Safety Foundation has 
released figures showing a six percent 
increase in U.S. motorcycle registra- 
tions in 1980 over 1979. Registrations 
rose from 5,339,358 in 1979 to 
5,681,479 in 1980. During the same 
time period, motorcycle accidents 
decreased by half a percent. There 
were 177,160 accidents in 1980 


compared with 177,984 in 1979. 
Fatalities rose by 5.1 percent in 1980 
from 4,850 in 1979 to 5,097 in 1980. 
Again in 1980 the ratio of both acci- 
dents and fatalities to the number of 
registrations was down. Accidents per 
10,000 registrations decreased from 
333.3 per 10,000 motorcycles in 1979 
to 311.8 accidents per 10,000 
motorcycles in 1980. And, there were 
8.97 fatalities per 10,000 motorcycles 
in 1980 compared with 9.08 fatalities 
per 10,000 motorcycles in 1979. 


MX team changes for ‘82 have 
Belgium's Andre Vromans 
dropping his affiliation with 
Yamaha to team up with Brad 
Lackey and Jean Jacques Bruno to 
contest the 500cc MX GPs for 
Suzuki. 1979 500cc World 
Champion Graham Noyce will be 
back at it in that class, but the 
Englishman will be on a Kawasaki, 
not Honda as in previous years.

Baumann (Suz) finished next, 
followed by unofficial "first dirt 
tracker” Jim Rice (BSA). The battle 
for the 1971 Grand National Cham- 
pionship was decided at this season- 
ending race, and it was Dick “Bugsy” 
Mann who took the number one plate 
via his ninth place finish. Contender 
Gene Romero (Tri) crashed in the 
first heat and wound up 24th in the 
overall results, one position behind 
young Englishman. Barry Sheene 
(Yam). 


In other Ontario action that weekend, 
Carruthers took the Junior/Expert 
combined 250cc race over New Zea- 
land's Ginger Molloy. In the [юс 
race Kenny Roberts led till he broke, 
handing first to Mike Lane and 
second to Mike Kidd. In the Novice 
road race it was Howard Lynggard 
and Steve Baker placing 1-2, followed 
by Michael Summers and Scott 
Autrey. In an accompanying moto- 
cross, Gary Jones took a new ‘72 
Yamaha to victory after a bumpy 
battle with Doug Grant. 


The Trans-AMA Series moved to Cope- 
town, Canada, where the European 
domination was so complete that no 
American could crack the top 10. 
Husky-mounted Heikki Mikkola took 
the overall win ahead Adolph Weil 
(Mai) and Willie Bauer (Mai). Top 
American was llth overall Mark 
Blackwell. Dewayne Jones (Yam) 
and Tom Rapp (Bul) took the 500 and 
250cc Support class wins, respectively. 
Among the Support class riders were a 
pair of Canadian brothers more well 
known for their flat track prowess, 
Dave and Doug Sehl. 


Werner Schutz, a well-known German 
motocrosser, paid a visit to CMC's 
night motocross at Ascot Park. He 
was greeted warmly by Bill Payne, 
who insisted on showing the guest the 
way around the Ascot track in the first 
two motos before allowing him to lead 
the third. So Payne was overall winner 
with Schutz second. 


ISDT teamster Bill Uhl returned 
from the Isle of Man to his native 
Idaho in time to contest the state’s MX 
championship in Boise. Uhl came out 
the state champ in the 250cc Expert 
class while Mark Shepardson (125cc) 
and Bruce Harris (Open) carded the 
other two Expert titles. 


The Phantom Duck of the Desert’s 
efforts to make Wallis Weatherwax 
the “most famous Novice of all time” 
paid off when WW was awarded a 
sponsorship from Circle Industries. 
Papa Wealey pointed out another 
little-known fact —  Weatherwax's 
father owned Lassie, the "most

AMA Trans-USA MX Series: 
Round four 


Glover guns 
'em down at Rio 
Bravo

HOUSTON, TX, OCT. 11 

Yamaha's Broc Glover moved closer to his sec- 
ond MX title of the year with a pair of moto 
wins at the penultimate round of the Trans- 
USA MX Series held at Rio Bravo Motocross 
Park. 


With one round to go, Glover | 
leads points runner-up Darrell 


Shultz (a 3-2 second overall on 
the day) by 29, 171-142. Mike 


Bell, who was plagued by bad starts all 
day, finished fifth and is three points 
aft of Shultz. 

"Last year it (the Trans-USA title) 
escaped from me and this year I don't 
want it to," said Glover. "I'm going to 
get it this year. I'm definitely trying 
extra hard." 

Behind Glover and Shultz in the over- 
all standings were Mark Barnett, who 
spent a good deal of time dicing with 
Glover for the lead, and Barnett's 
Suzuki teammate, Marty Smith. Smitty 
turned in an outstanding first moto ef- 
fort, staying with Glover all the way, 
and overcame an indifferent second 
moto start to put together a 2-7 start. 
Bell rounded out the top five with a 5- 
6 tally. 

In Support class action, Danny 
"Magoo" Chandler won both motos on 
his LOP Honda CR480R to clinch the 
series title with one round remaining. 
In grabbing the title, Chandler led a 
Honda sweep of the first six places. 

The Trans-USA Series returned to 
Rio Bravo for the first time since 1973, 
when Jimmy Weinert finally broke the 
European domination of the series’ 
early years, and turned in the first over- 
all win taken by an American. The 
sand/loam track is very fast, but in 
virtually every corner there was only 
one good line, and getting up towards 
the front after a bad start was exceed- 
ingly difficult: 


250cc 

The “Bridgeview Bomber,” Barnett 
pulled the 36 rider starting field to the 
first turn, with Marty Smith and 
Honda’s Donnie Hansen closest to him. 
A few turns later and Barnett was start- 
ing to pull a lead on Smith, Glover, 
Hansen, Yamaha's Scott Burnworth, 
Suzuki's Denny Bentley, Honda's John- 
ny O'Mara and Yamaha's Bob Hannah. 

Barnett was definitely on the gas in 
the early laps, opening up a couple of 
seconds on the tight Smith/Glover/ 
Hansen trio. On lap five the trio 
changed as Glover squeezed past 
Smith and Hansen fell, dropping back 
to about 10th. 

At the one-third marker, Barnett 
had five seconds on Glover and Smith. 
Bentley ran fourth in front of O'Mara, 
Darrell Shultz, Honda's Jim Gibson, 
Yamaha's Mike Bell, Hansen, Burn- 
worth and Hannah. 

Shortly after the one-third mark, 
race, Barnett's lead started withering 
and Glover and Smith were on his 
exhaust pipe. 

Though Barnett succeeded in hold- 
ing the two off through the 10th of 23 
laps, the Suzuki's pilot's forearms were 
pumping up and becoming tired. On 
lap 11 Glover took the lead. 

Smith followed Glover'*s example 
three laps later, and the top two posi- 
tions were set, although it was anyone's 
race right to the checkered flag. 
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(Above left) Glover (6) and Barnett staged a tight battle in the second moto. (Above right) Darrell shultz posted a 3-2 for second overall. 





Bentley's race hit its high note on 
the 15th lap when he passed Barnett 
for third. But in the last five laps of the 
race, Bentley dropped back with un- 
known troubles to finish 12th. 


Before he started dropping back, 
Bentley was joined by Shultz and 
O'Mara, both of who had gotten past 
Barnett. Coming into a single-line 
turn Shultz had bumed into Barnett 
from behind and knocked him up and 
over the berm, allowing O'Mara toget 
by as well. 


O'Mara's time in fourth was short- 
lived. A lap later he fell, landed on his 
right wrist and sprained it. After cir- 
culating a couple of laps at slow speed, 
O'Mara called it a day. 


When the checkered appeared, Glov- 
er had the victory with a narrow lead 
over Smith. Shultz was third and fol- 
lowed by Barnett, Bell, Hansen, Gib- 
son, Hannah, Kawasaki/Moto-X Fox 
rider David Bailey and Honda's Steve 
Wise. 

The second moto began with Barnett 
first out of the hole, but Glover made a 
pass through the first turn to take the 
lead. Behind them were Shultz, Honda- 
mounted Ron Turner and Hansen. 


Glover and Barnett were soon, as 
has been the case a few times during 
this series, hard at it in the battle for 
the lead. At most points on the track 
Glover usually had a bikelength or two, 
but not much more. 


Shultz had settled into a firm third 
by the fifth lap, trailed by the Honda 
trio of Hansen, Wise and Danny 
LaPorte, who had a versy disappoint- 
ing first moto, where he finished 15th. 


Behind the top six were Marty Smith, 
Bob Hannah, Rick Burgett and Mike 
Bell. 


Barnett made his strongest challenge 
of the moto right at the midway point, 
but in doing so he fell and dropped to 
fifth. Shultz seized on the opportunity 
to move into second with Wise and 
LaPorte running 3-4. 





Bell was doing his best to move up, 
and by lap 15 he was ahead of team- 
mates Burgett and Hannah and had 
just passed for seventh. 


With seven laps remaining, LaPorte 
put a move on Wise to take over third. 
Behind them, Hansen was beginning 
to slow as he suffered through a pain- 
ful sideache. 


Shutlz kept the pressure on Glover, 
but couldn't get close enough to set 
anything up. Barnett salvaged some- 
thing out of the moto by taking fourth 
from Wise with three laps remaining. 
Bell couldn't move any higher than 
sixth, where he was followed by Smith, 
Burgett and Hannah. Hansen finished 
10th, just ahead of the moto's top 
privateer, Steve Martin on an LOP 
Honda. Bailey crashed twice in the 
second moto, but his combined score 
gave him top privateer honors at 12th 
overall, one position ahead of Martin. 


“I like this place," said Glover after 
the race. “I usually do pretty well here. 
It's fast but it gets pretty rough too. In 
the second moto Barnett got the jump 
off the gate and I squared him off 
through the first turn and passed him on 
the straightaway. That helped out a lot 
because at this track you're really at a 
disadvantage when you're behind be- 
cause there's so much roost coming off 
the tires. It's not the hot tip to be 
behind." 


Shultz, down for so much of the year 
with injuries, was happy with his 
second palce. "It went well. I'm still 
a little bit impatient, a little bit unsure 
of myself. I'm just coming back into 
racing after a whole summer off. I’m 
geting my confidence back up now so I 
can relax and quit crashing, knowing 
that I can catch the leaders. I hope 
next week I can put the finishing touch 
on this series and at least win the race." 


"I just didn't have a very good day 
today," said Barnett. "My arms pump- 
ed up in the first moto and in the sec- 
ond moto I crashed. Go for it next 
week, I guess." 


500cc Support 


Magoo's domination of the Support 
class — he'd won five of the six previous 
motos — looked to continue as the 
pack left the line in the first moto. 
Chandler pulled the lead out of the 
first turn followed by Kenny Keylon 
(Yam), Honda pilots Mike Brown and 
Jimmy Ellis, and Jeff Hicks (Yam). 

While Chandler occupied himself 
with building a lead, Ellis moved him- 
self to third on the second lap. The 
order remained through most of the 
first half of the race, until Keylon 
dropped his bike in an off-camber 
turn and dropped to fourth. 

Keylon dropped another two positions 
soon afterward as Honda's Rich Coon 
and Honda pilot Larry Wosick passed 
him. 

The top two positions were settled 
but third place went down to the line 
— literally — on the final lap. Coon 
started a late race drive that had him 
on Brown's rear fender when the white 
flag came out. Coming down to the 
last jump before the flag, Coon ber- 
zerked it in a last ditch effort to take 
third. Unfortunately, not only did he 
miss it by inches, he crashed in a big 
way. "I knew I was going to crash," 
said Coon, “but I didn't think I'd crash 
that hard." The incident knocked the 
wins out of him and left him some- 
what bruised. 

Following the spectacular effort for 
third and fourth were Wosick, Sun, 
Keylon and Keith Oelerich. 

The start of the second moto looked 
to be a repeat with Magoo out front 
and followed by Ellis, Coon, Hicks, 
and Keylon. 

This moto, however, Chandler's 
lead was not continuous. On the 
second lap he dropped the bike and 
Ellis sailed past. Chandler was up in 
time to regain second, but had some 
distance to make up. 

While Chandler was making up the 
time, Mike Brown moved into fourth 
behind Coon. Wosick followed. 

With a little over 5096 of the race on 
the books; Chandler caught up to Ellis. 


"Captain Cobalt" was serious about 
winning, and Chandler found his 
efforts stymied for several laps. But in 
the end, Chandler did get by, pulling 
away once he was in front. 


With only two laps to go, Chandler 
skirted disaster once more. He ran into 
the back of a lapped rider in a slow 
corner and stalled the engine. He е 
it started in the nick of time to hold his 
lead. 

Coon ran a steady race all the way 
for third overall. Wosick triumphed 
over Brown in their battle for fourth. 
Overall, however, it was Brown fourth 
and Wosick fifth. 

“I felt pretty good out there in the 
first moto," related Chandler after the 
race. "In the second moto I was riding 
too loose and I let myself relax too 
much. I slid out and he got by."

Penhall keeps on going

Bruce Penhall capped off a banner year when, 
before a packed house at the Orange County 
Fairgrounds, he captured the 1981 U.S. 
Speedway Championship. 


The win was a popular win, 
and certainly not unexpected. 
But it was still amazing that 
Penhall was able to pull it off. 
He had been hospitalized the previous 
two days due to a severe case of 
influenza, and was only released four 
hours before the race. Penhall's condi- 


tion was so weakened that he required 
oxygen after every heat. 

The night provided all the things 
you could ask for. The popular hero 
(Penhall) took it all, the super talent 
(Mike Bast) placed second and then 
the big story was a big upset as John 
Sandona finished third. In qualifing it 
was a surprise that Sandona made the 
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National but he truly opened some 
eyes as he placed himself as the third 
best speedway rider in the U.S. 

One of the favorites, Alan Christian, 
got off to a bad start in his first race. 
Christian finished fourth, behind 
Sandona, Dave Sims, and Duane 
Yarrow. 

Event seven was a perfect example 
of how up for this race everyone was. 
The match up was Dubb Ferrell, Mike 
Curoso, Lance King, and Yarrow. All 
were Pros yet there were four restarts 
in the race and to the disappointment 
of many, King was out and listed in 
fourth. King, another favorite going 
into the night, was hoping to at least 
finish in the top five, but he could not 
accomplish that. King will ride the 
entire season next year overseas 
teamed up with Penhall — watch out 
world. King is good and will indeed be 
a threat to the world crown. 

At intermission there was a three 
way tie for first between Bast, Penhall 
and Mike Faria. All had two wins and 
one second. 

The first race after the intermission 
was a thriller featuring King, Bast, 
Sigalos and Sandona. King and Bast 
were fighting it out for first place, but 
while they were they forgot one very 
important element, Sandona. On lap 
four Sandon went to the outside and 
moved in front of King and Bast, thus 
putting Bast to third and virtually out 
of the championship spot. At the same 
time he put himself into at least the 
top five. King finished second and 
Sigalos was fourth. 

The race of the night was event 16: 
Penhall, Bobby Schwartz, Christian 
and Curoso. At this time Schwartz had 
only eight points and he desperately 
needed a win to stay in contention. 
When the tapes went up it was Penhall 
taking turn one as the leader. Bruce 
was incredible and unbeatable, as he 
rode the race unchallenged. Christian 
finished second and Schwartz, having 
a bad gate, finished a very disappoint- 
ing third. Curoso was fourth. 

Sandona went on to win event 17 
and maintain himself as contender. 
The very next event saw Penhall take 
care of the question of who is really 
number one beating out Sims, King 
and Steve Lucero. Bruce had put a 
cap on the National Championship. 


In event 19 two of the top four riders 
were here, Bast and Faria along with 
Yarrow and Schwartz. Bast took the 
gate, led the entire race and took the 
win. Faria got second, putting himself, 
Bast and Sandona in a three way tie 
for second. Schwartz was third and 
Yarrow took the wrap up spot. 

After the final event everyone knew 
who was the National Champ, 
Penhall, however the books weren't in 
yet on second, third and fourth places. 
There would have to be a run-off 
between Bast, Sandona and Faria. 

In the run-off all these riders took 
their time getting to the line. When 
the tapes went up Bast flew out of the 
gate with Sandona on his rear tire. 
Mike got some distance in the straight- 
away but every lap thereafter Sandona 
gained back some ground. At the 
tapes it was Bast, Sandona and Faria. 

So reigns Bruce Penhall, as the best. 
Bruce now holds the California State 
Championship, the National Cham- 
pionship, one half of the World Pairs 
title and of course the World Speedway 
Championship. e

The classic themes in literature are based on 
the conflicts man encounters against other 
men, nature, machines or himself. Everyone 
of these themes had a story to go with it at the 


15th U.S. Nationals at Atco 
Dragway. At some drag races 
one lane is good and the other is 
slippery. Saturday qualifying at 
Atco was a choice between a bad lane 
and a “why bother” for any motorcycle 
which had a big tire. Pro qualifying 
was unimpressive all day except for the 
8.85 Pro Stock run by Bob Carpenter 
in the middle afternoon. The wind was 
also a serious problem on Saturday. 
Temperatures were in the low 50s all 
day and there was a strong cross wind 


blowing across the track. Terry Kizer 
was almost blown off the track on one 
run as the front wheel on his Funny 
Bike was lifted off the ground and only 
an imitation of a Winston Pro rider in 
a turn saved him from injury. By 
Sunday the wind had died down and 
temperatures were in the middle 60s 
but traction was still hard to find.

Dennis Sargeant. O'Brochta laid down 
low E.T. and top with a 7.62 at 
183.29 to Sargeant's 8.21/170.13. 

Jim Bernard was suppose to pit his 
Yamaha against Russ Collins but 
Collin's Honda cracked a case and 
munched a crank when a blower belt 
let go during qualifying. But that 
didn't help Bernard that much. The 
starter motor for the Yamaha had 
broken a shaft on Saturday and efforts 
to repair it resulted in more breakage. 
One last attempt proved to be fruitfull 
and the bike started. As Bernard 
brought the bike to the line owner Ron 
Teson made a of prayer with 
his hands only to see the bike toss a 
chain on the run. If the California- 
based team could beat themselves they 
had a chance to win the race. 

In the second round the only two 
racers to win a NMRA crown in Top 
Fuel this year had to meet, Vance and 
O'Brochta. Vance left O'Brochta by 
almost two bikes as the Kawasaki spun 
the tire. But at the other end Bo was 
turning it on while Vance drifted to 
the edge of the lane and had to shut 
off to avoid going off the track. The 
win light went to Bo and Vance 
coasted through with a 9.89 at only 
85.79 mph. Bernard had a bye run 
and laid down the team's best run in 
some time with a 7.77/178.21 mph. 

Bernard and Bo were in the final 
and Bernard had the least favorable of 
the lanes. But again O'Brochta spun 
the tire as Bernard launched well. The 
Yamaha started to burn pistons and 
lose power at the other end while the 
Kawasaki was ing. The win went 
to Bernard with an 8.07/158.73 to 
Bo's slightly quicker 8.06 at 180.00. 
For Teson and Bernard it was the first 
victory in a frustrating season. 


Funny Bike 

Only the fastest eight make it into 
Funny Bike eliminations and for the 
second time in a row Vince 
Santangelo, the points leader, failed to 
qualify. Six Funny Bike riders were to 
be inducted into Wiseco’s Seven 
Second Club at the banquet that night 
but no one was able to hit the sevens 
during the day. Number one qualifier 
Terry Kizer put away the ever popular 
Harley of Ray Price in the first round, 
8.24/161.87 to Price's 8.93/125.69. In 
the second round Kizer met the 
number three qualifier, Bob Lytton. 
Kizer again prevailed with an 
8.29/151.77 to a 9.17/157.34. 

The final pitted Kizer's MTC/Mr. 
Turbo Kawasaki against the Orient 
Express bike of Jon Baugh. Baugh had 
beaten Ken Landwher and Jim Cooper 
on his way to the final. As the two 
approached the starting line a psych 
game began. Baugh waited a very long 
time to stage as did Kizer. Finally 
Baugh moved to the line. The pair left 
together but it quickly became evident 
that Baugh's Kawasaki was losing its 
clutch and Kizer took the win with a 
8.36/169.49 to Baugh's 10.17 at 
99.33. 


Pro Stock 


Pro Stock came down to a battle of 
the number one and two qualifiers, 
Bob Carpenter and Terry Vance. 
Carpenter, a recent transplant to New 
Jersey, had been testing the slippery 
Atco track the week before. It seemed 
to make the difference as he qualified 
on top with an 8.85/148.51. Vance 
was number two with a last minute 
8.94. Randy Mason and Mike Keyte 
rounded out the — ag with 8.94 an 
8.97 times, respectivel 

Carpenter had a bye in the first 
round and ran the meet's best time at 
8.82. In the second round the story 
was the faster bike overcoming the 
slower bike's better reaction time. In 
each race it was a come from behind 


victory. Carpenter defeated Kı 
8.89 to 9.12. Mason beat “Pizza Jo! 
Mafaro, 8.93 to 9.20. Vance beat 
Carpenters new employer, E 
Folgore, 8.85 to 9.17. In the 
round Vance set top speed of the meet 
with a blast of 152.54 mph. 

The semis pitted Carpenter against 
Mason. Vance had a bye to the final 
and ran an 8.94/151.51. Carpenter 
knew he was in deep against Mason, 
who had become very consistent on his 
Kawasaki. Carpenter took a half bike 
lead off the line and it was just enough 
to defeat Mason by half a wheel as 
Carpenter ran a 8.91/148.76 to 
Mason's better 8.88/148.02. The final 
was a familiar one with a unfamiliar 
ending. The two Suzukis left the line 
with a slightly better reaction time by 
Carpenter. Vance couldn't get around 
him and Carpenter won with a 
8.83/149.00 to Vance's right there 
8.85/150.75. It was the first time in 
over a year in Pro Stock that Vance 
had been defeated in an all out race. 


RC Sportsman Cup 


The top sportsman class rider of the 
year was to win $3,000 from RC Engi- 
neering. Going into the U.S. Nationals 
the top four in the standings had used 
their five race quota and had to hope 
the rest would fail to pass them. The 
best chance to win was held by Jim 
Dodich, but he failed to win his class 
and did not make it into final elimina- 
tions. The only other two with a 
chance were Modified riders Paul Gast 
and Ed Warren. The two were seen 
trying to figure out what they had to 
do to win, including meet each other 
in the third round. But that never 
came to pass as Gast went out first 
round when his bike wouldn't shift 
into third gear. Warren was on his 
way, but had to win in the final with 
his Honda to capture the big money. 
He made it to the final. The pressure 
was immense as the difference in 
winning or losing was over three 
grand. Warren had the handicap head 
start but could not hold off Lance 
Boyer. As runner-up Warren missed 
winning the RC Cup by 30 points. 
First in the RC Cup standings was 
Frank Jones III. 

In other sportsman action Rich 
Stetson defeated Rick Gero in Pro 
Comp. Joe Yeager used a holeshot to 
win Super Modified on his Yamaha 
over the record setting run of Mike 
Phillips on a VHR Suzuki. Jay Wilson 
won in competition; Lance Boyer in 
Modified; Tom Faucher was the victor 
in Stock and Tom Anglesey won 
Combo. 


Special awards 
At the NMRA banquet several 
ial awards were given out in 
addition to the number one plate 
trophies for 1981. Pro Rider of the Year 
went to Terry Vance while his partner 
Byron Hines received the Pro 
Mechanic of the Year award. Rookie of 
the Year went to Funny bike rider 
Vince Santangelo who won the class in 
his first year of competition. 
Sportsman Rider of the Year was the 
RC Cup champ Frank Jones III. 
Sportsman mechanic went to the very 
popular Rick Stetson. Murdock 
Racing Enterprises was the recipient of 
the Manufacturer of the Year award. 
Sponsor of the Year was a tie between 
U.S. Suzuki, who also won the Manu- 
facturer’s Cup, and Manley. The guys

Thousands attend 
Aspencade 
Motorcyclist 
Convention

RUIDOSO, NM, OCT. 1-3 


The Aspencade is to the fall of the year what 
Daytona is to the spring. Bill France has brought 
us Daytona Speed Week for more than a de- 
cade, which heralds the beginning of the riding 


season. The Aspencade signals 
the close of riding weather for 
most of the U.S. The event, 
named. after the Aspen trees 
which turn from green to bright gold 
in late September, has been the result 
of the efforts of one man, Til Thomp- 
son, a local businessman who is dedi- 
cated to motorcycling. 

Unlike Daytona, or any other event 
in the world, the Aspencade is not race 
or brand oriented. It is concerned with 
the riders, their families and their 
ideas. The average age of the "dele- 
gates," as Til likes to call them, is 
probably close to 40, and their income 
level must be above average, judging 
by their quality motorcycles. 

The four-day event takes place in 
Ruidoso, a little town of about 7,000 





people, which is located high in the 
mountains of southeastern New Mexico, 
just on the edge of an Aapche Indian 
reservation. In years past, the weather 
has been ideal, with warm sunny days 
and cool clear nights. This year, 
mother nature played her tricks on the 
participants. The rains managed to 
arrive along with most of the delegates, 
but that didn't seem to dampen their 
spirits. This is a hearty touring crowd, 
which comes equipped for any and all 
conditions, so they just donned their 
rain suits, prayed for a break in the 
weather and continued with their 
activities. 

The ride to and from Ruidoso, is at 
least half the fun for most of the dele- 
gates. The breathtaking scenery of 
New Mexico and the friendliness of the 
shopkeepers and natives makes for a 





very easy-going event. Some partici- 
pants came from as far away as Europe 
and Australia, just to attend this most 
prestigious event in motorcycle touring. 

It was truly amazing to see thousands 
of fully dressed touring bikes some 
with side cars, others with trailers, 
most ‘decked out with the personal 
touch of the owner, parked in the 
large lot in front of the Chaparral 
Hotel (The Aspencade headquarters). 
The amazing part was that just as soon 
as the rains ended, those in attendance 
had their rigs cleaned and shining. The 
best concession in town had to be the 
coin operated car wash. It seems that 
dedicated touring riders are driven by 
some strange compunction to keep 
their bikes clean and polished no mat- 
ter what the weather conditions. 

There were enough breaks in the 
rain to hold the bike judging events. 
This consisted of more than 20 
contests in which the winning delegates 
were awarded trophies. Events included 
everything from the best Moto-Guzzi 
1000, to the best dressed couple. Rod 
Rider Magazine sponsored an 
economy run and Harley-Davidson 
put on a poker run, the proceeds of 
which went to H-D's favorite charity, 
the Muscular Dystrophy Association. 

There were about 60 companies 
showing their wares at the Convention 
Center which overlfowed into a tent. 
Yamaha was the only bike manufac- 
turer missing due to the conflict of 
their showing the new 1982 Yamahas 
in California on the same weekend. 
Honda, who had just finished their 
dealer show, had the new water-cooled 
750 V-4s on display along with their 
new 1100cc super-equipped Gold 


Wing, called the Aspencade Tourer. 
Except for a few minutes late each 
evening, it was almost impossible to 
get close enough to the Honda display 





to get a good look at the bikes due to 
the crowds. Honda was the hit of the 
show. 

Exhibitors confessed that they got 
more constructive input and ideas from 
Aspencade rally participants than from 
any other method of gathering infor- 
mation. 

A new event was made a part of this 
year’s convention. The “Superbike” 
Grand Prix. The entry fee was $5 and 
the “Superbikes” were supplied. The 
“Superbikes” were miniature motor- 
cycles and the race course consisted of 
running twice around the hotel. Again, 
the proceeds went towards the fight 
against Muscular Dystrophy. 

Every major motorcycle event has its 
“guru,” and the Aspencade is no dif- 
ferent. Since it is a road riding event, 
it’s only natural that the “guru” was 
Roger Hull, publisher of Road Rider 
Magazine. Roger and his entire staff 
were on hand. Some were drafted as 
judges, and the rest, I am sure, carried 
out their R/R assignments enjoying 
the event as much as the rest of us. 

It's an eerie spectacle to see a thou- 
sand motorcycles leave a motel parking 
lot and be aware that their combined 
noise is less than that of two tractor 
trucks. Such is the nature of the Aspen- 
cade, an orderly group of very consider- 
ate people. I'm unaware of anyone 
being hassled by the police, or being 
drunk in public, or of being incon- 
siderate. 

Last year, I criticized the Chaparral 
Hotel because of bad housekeeping. 
This year they are to be complimented 
on keeping things quite neat and 
clean, considering the size of the 
crowd and the weather conditions. 

All in all, I consider the Aspencade 
to be one of the most pleasant events in 
all of motorcycling. This was my sixth 
year and I plan to attend again in '82. €

One forthe world

Ninety-two thousand. That’s a lot. Especially 
when that’s the size of the crowd watching your 
every move. But on the night of Sept. 5 at Lon- 
don’s Wembley Stadium, where the 92,000 


strong crowd was watching, 24- 
year-old Californian Bruce Pen- 
hall’s moves worked. 

He collected 14 or a possible: 
15 points to win the 1981 World In- 
dividual Speedway Championship, the 
first American to capture the title in 
44 years, when Jack Milne did it in 
1937. Appropriately enough, Milne 
was among the Wembley crowd. 

The honors came quickly for Penhall. 
A telegram from President Ronald 
Reagan. Standing ovations from the 
crowds at San Bernardino and Costa 
Mesa when he returned in late Septem- 
ber. Honors from Governor Jerry 
Brown, the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors and the city of Costa Mesa. 

And he deserves them. Penhall 
could have settled into the sand-and- 
fun routine of southern California 
beach life, but he opted for a grueling 
regimen of riding against the world’s 
best to prepare himself to win the 
world championship. Now it's his. 


We were fortunate to be able to sit 
down with Bruce during his brief return, 
and talk about what it was like to have 
a dream come true. Here's how it 
went... 


You told us last year that one morn- 
ing you would wake up and you 
would be world champion. How did 
you feel on the morning of the 
Wembley final? 

Well, I wasn't too sure. I felt really 


good, «confident and I didn' thavealot.

of pressure on me. But you never can 
tell until it’s over, Last year before the 
world final in Gothenberg I felt very 
well there too and after I finished 
fifth, I thought “Oh man, how many 
years is it going to happen like this?" 
You could wake up, feel great and still 
not win the world championship. This 
year everything went my way and I put 
it together. I've had a good year over 
there, winning the Best Pairs Cham- 
pionship with Bobby Schwartz and I 
think our team should win the British 
League this year. 

There were 92,000 people watching 
you. What kind of pressure did that 
put on you? 

It scared the hell out of me at first. I 
got there and I went in the dressing 
room and took a nice cool shower, and 
had a little nap and then I walked out 
into the stadium. At Wembley there's 
a big tunnel and I walked out of the 
tunnel to look at the track. It just so 
happened that the sup — from my 
team were all above the tunnel — 30 
busloads of them — and when I 
walked out in my street clothes they 
made so much noise it scared me. It 
startled me and I was wondering how I 
was going to be able to handle it once 
everybody was in and the racing 
started. I just hoped it wouldn't get the 
better of me. Fortunately I was able to 
block it out of my mind and everything 
went really good. 

When you crossed the finish line in 
the final race where you finished 
second, you had to know you. bad 








the world championship. What were 
your feelings right then? 

Well, before that heat I knew all I 
needed was just one point and I didn't 
want to do anything stupid. I've done 
that before — when I didn't really 
need to win, but went out there and 
tried to win anyway and crashed or 
something and ended up losing al- 
together. 

I knew I wasn't going to push Kenny 
Carter because he and I are not the 
best of friends, and we've had a few 
scrapes before. If I would have beaten 
him off the start, then I would have 
been all right. But I was too close to 
him so I decided to ease off a little bit 
and settle for second. I never once 
started to push him in that race. I just 
carried on with two points. 

It didn't bother me to not have the 
maximum 15 points. All I wanted to 
do was win the meeting and that is the 
way it ended up. We had some 
problems with my number one bike 
that I'd ridden the first four heats 
with. It was going very good but I 
found metal traces in the oil and that 
is the first sign that it could seize up. 
So we opted to go to my second bike 
but I knew my second bike was just as 
good as my third bike or my first bike.

Obviously it worked! Now the two 
most exciting races were against Ole 


Olsen and Tommy — How 
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did you set them up going around the 
outside as you did? 

In the one with Ole Olsen I was pulling 
on him all the time and it was just a 
matter of when I was going to get him. 
But he is such a clever racer, with so 
much experience it’s like he’s got eyes 
in the back of his head and he just 
knew where I was all the time. 


I made a few mistakes in that heat 
and the one where we both lifted to- 
gether I should have been on the inside 
but he read me again and it just took 
an extra lap. It was just a matter of 
when I was going to pass him and it 
happened a little bit late. 

With Tommy Knudsen, just after he 
made a good start on me I switched 
over to the inside and got him. Then I 
lost a little concentration, thinking he 
was too far up and the other two riders 
would be in behind me and they would 
be blocking him. I took it a little too 
easy and he went by me and really 
startled me. I couldn't believe it! I just 
thought, “Where the hell did he come 
from?” Then he was really pulling me 
and I was trying everything I could, 
gaining on him so slowly it was a matter 
of down to the last two inches and I 
just barely got by him.

You got a standing ovation from the 
crowd when you had it won. What 
were your feelings, knowing you 
were world champion? 
For the last four years I've been trying 
to become world champion and it 
meant so much to me, my family, my 
close friends and sponsors and every- 
body who has put in a lot behind my 
career. I was just so happy and I just 
wished my mother and father could 
have been there — that was my only 
pe. I am sure they rode every inch 
of that track with me. 

But it was just a fantastic feeling 
and I could never begin to explain how 
great it was and what the atmosphere 
was like. The people were just incredi- 
ble. After I won it it scared me to hear 
them all with their horns, rattlers and 
screaming. The stadium is so small, 
almost closed, and the noise boils over 
and echoes so much in there it was just 
unbelievable. It sent chills through my 
spine a few times. They say if you are 
to win a world championship the best 
place to do it is at Wembley and I 
understand why now. It is the best 
place to win it just because of the at- 
mosphere. 

You are going to be trying to defend 
the world championship right here 
in the Los Angeles Coliseum, where 
the '82 World Final is sceheduled. 
That's right. I've never really had on 
my mind that I wanted to continue on 
doing like Ivan Mauger did — winning 
nine world finals. The only thing that 
really entered my mind was to become 
world champion just once. 

Now I have another goal: to win it 
here. I won it over there and I would 
like to win in front of American sup- 
porters. I was really happy to bring it 
back to America since we haven't have 
it in over 44 years. At San Bernardino 
(the Sept. 23 California — — 
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I couldn't believe the reception I got 
— I got a standing ovation and it really 
made me feel good. 

I always thought that they were 
watching us over in England, but I sort 
of had it in the back of my mind, 
“Well, they don’t think about us that 
much.” Then when I got that reception 
I was thrilled to death and then I really 
knew that they were behind us. 


You won your first world champion- 
ship earlier in the year when you 
and Bobby Schwartz took the World 
Pairs Championship in Poland. What 
did that feel like to you? 

That was great, it really was. We were 
standing on the podium and it was 
great for us to know that we had won a 


world championship but we were in ` 


Poland and Bobby and myself were 
the only two Americans there. We 
really wish we could have shared it 
with American supporters, They were 
playing the national anthem and out 
of say about 50 to 70,000 people, there 
were only two Americans in the whole 
stadium, Bobby and I. It was a great 
feeling for us to win and I'm not going 
to gripe about that, but it would have 
been nice if we could have had the 
American support. 

As far as difficulty of racing, which 
was easier: the World Pairs or the 
Individual? 

The Individual, by far. It is such a 
hard build-up— I've worked the last 
four years trying to become the world 
champion and it is such a darn mental 
strain. It works on you. It's physically 
tiring because of the traveling you 
have to do during the season and trying 
to get a good build-up toward the 
world final. After the world final is 
over you feel like your season is finish- 
ed. I was so mentally and quum 
drained that when I rode three days 
later and I won the meeting it didn't 
mean anything to me because I'd been 
on a peak for so long and then it just 
came down. I feel the world champion- 
ship should be the last meeting of the 
season because there is such a big 
build-up towards it. 

You've still got two things coming up 
that we're aware of. First as we 
understand it, your team Cradley 
Heath is leading the British League. 
That's right. All we've got to do now is 
win three home matches and we've 
done it and nobody can touch us. 
We've won 19 out of 20 matches this 
year and that hasn't been done before. 
Ive got the British League Rider's 
Championship as well, where the top 
man from each team in the British 
League race at an open meeting at the 
end of the year. That is the very last 
meeting of the year and I've been 
second in that for the last two years 
running and I'd sure like to win that 
this year. 

I would really like to come back and 
retain my U.S. National Championship 
title. Гуе won the California state title 
and I was really happy to do that and I 
would like to put a nice cap on the 
year by winning the Nationals. 

When will the year end for you? 

I will be back here for the Nationals in 
October and I'll be in California for 
about eight days and I'll go back to 
England again for the BLRC and two 
more open meetings in Germany. Then 
ГЇЇ arrive back here in the beginning 
of November. I'll have a two month 
break where I plan on taking about 
two weeks off and not doing anything. 
Id like to go to Hawaii and have a 
little vacation. 

Then I start training again and go 
to Australia in January and New 
Zealand in February. I'll get back to 
the States the first of March and train 
alittle bit more and then race the inter- 
national series like the middle of 
March where the Europeans usually 
come over and race at Costa Mesa and 
San Bernardino or like they did last 
year where they had the Americans 





that are based in Britain versus 
Americans that race here. Then I'll 
head back to England around the end 
of March sometime and start the 
season all over again. So actually I've 
got two weeks off this year before I 
start training. 

Are you still planning on riding the 
Superbikers event? 

Yes, that is something I like to do. I 
have fun do it. I can barely ride a 
motocross bike anyway, but I have a 
good time out there and Husky has 
come up with a bike. I received one 
from Malcolm Smith, Bel-Ray, John 
LaDoucher and Mark Blackwell. They 
all presented me with a brand new 
Husky, so I plan on doing a little 
riding and get in a little practice. But I 
know there is no chance for me to ever 
get close to winning the thing. I am 
just looking forward to having a good 
time like I did last year. I got beat 
awfully bad, but I didn't expect to do 
well. Not against those guys — they 
are fantastic. But I have a good time 
doing it. 

Do you see any changes in your 
future as far as the schedule you've 
set? 

Well, ГЇЇ be going back to England 
next year because I want to try for the 
world championship here in the 
States. After that I really don't know. I 
might finish then; it just depends. I'd 
like to get a products line going in the 
near future. 

We've got a few things going now: 
my own speedway boots and the book, 
Bruce Penhall’s Stars and Bikes. It's 
been a big seller in England. It hasn't 
gone too well over here but I think it is 
a pretty good book.

We heard that you got a call from a 
Hollywood producer. Do you see 
yourself getting into movies or acting? 
I've never even thought about that. I 
am a racer and I've been so involved in 
speedway for the last eight years that 
I've never even given that a thought. I 
had a lot of fun filming the movie On 
Any Sunday II, doing all the riding 
out in the sand with Malcolm and 
Kenny. It was hard work, take after 
take after take, but I never even 
thought about acting. We did get a 
call and we will definitely ring them 
back in November. We'd like to have a 
meeting with them and see what they 
have to offer. But as of right now 
nothing really has taken off. 

We understand you got a telegram 
from President Reagan? 

That was something else. My first 
night back from the World Final to my 
home track at Cradley and the stadium 
was full. It was raining and I received 
a few other gifts from the owner of the 
team and the promoter and the sup- 
porters club and a few other little 
things like crystal. My promoter read 
the telegram, and I didn't know who it 
could have been from, then at the 
bottom it said from Ronald Reagan. 
Then we got a letter from them all 
typed out from the White House with 
a seal on it and then President Reagan's 
signature. I was really thrilled to death 
when I saw that. I couldn't believe it 
— a surfer from the beach getting a 
telegram from the President! I thought 
this is really great, really good. e

Twenty-one records set 
at 33rd annual 
Bonneville Speed Week

WENDOVER, UT, SEPT. 20-26 


Motorcyclists set 21 new records in 14 classes 
at the Southern California Timing Association's 
annual Speed Week at the Bonneville Salt Flats. 
Numbers of both motorcycle and car entries 


increased again over last year; 
the lines of vehicles waiting to 
run never let up. 

Excellent salt conditions and 
sunny skies promised an exceptional 


week which was cruelly truncated, how- 
ever, by high winds Thursday after- 
noon and all day Friday, the last day 
qualifying runs are scheduled. The 
course was shut down for part of Thurs- 





day afternoon, shut down again after 
most of the record down-runs early 
Friday morning. The last few down- 
runs and all the return-runs were 
made on Saturday morning. 

The most hotly contested class this 
year was the smallest and slowest, the 
50cc Production class, sparked by the 
arrival of Honda's sleek MB5 at dealers 
across the country. Four groups or in- 
dividuals who were planning to enter 
other classes realized that the sophisti- 
cated and civilized new two-cycle 
could exceed the class minimum of 50 
mph. One of these was Jim Ahrens of 
Arcadia, CA, a successful campaigner 
of two-cycle Kreidler 50cc race bikes at 
Bonneville since 1977. Frustrated in 
his attempt to obtain a Honda, Ahrens 
quickly then bought a Kreidler Florette 
50cc street model, which is not 
normally sold here, but one of two in 
the country. The class was completed 
by two red Hondas and one black one, 
and a 49cc Suzuki. 


The Suzuki proved not fast enough 
to compete at the Salt Flats’ 4214-foot 
elevation. The Hondas immediately 
exceeded the class minimum while 
Ahrens was riding his other bike, then 
Honda and Kreidler took turns raising 
the record, with Michael Becker of 
Golden, CO, owning it at week’s end 
— until the fun resumes next year. 
Becker's final average of 60.757 was 
aided by tail winds both ways, as he 
ran down Friday morning, and returned 
Saturday. The Kreidler and one of the 
Hondas which was revving better than 
Beckers and checked out fast on 
warm-up, were unable to qualify 
again Thursday or Friday because of 
the shutdowns. 


At the other end of the scale were 
the two big motorcycle streamliners, 
the double-engine turbocharged Harley 
Jammer and the Kawasaki Lightning 
Bolt, ridden by Dave Campos and Don 
Vesco, respectively. Both made only 
three runs, the Jammer breaking too 
badly to be fixed at the salt, and Vesco 
left in line Friday along with most 
everyone else. 

The two 'liner$ are at quite different 
stages in their/development. After sever- 
al seasons' campaigning, the Jammer's 
crew has worked out a lot of bugs, and 
the bike is seriously building horse- 
power. Gearing was changed for this 
meet, with a 42-tooth rear sprocket in- 
stalled to replace the former 30-tooth 
one. A plenum increasing the intake 
manifold size from 70 cubic inches to 
180 evened out the charge to the cylin- 
ders. The resulting spunk, contrasted 
to the 'liner's previous sedateness off 
the line, surprised Campos as he 
carved a big curlicue off the line on 
Sunday before settling into a steady 
run. The summer's chain breakage 
problem was solved by using a new

Tsubaki chain closer to a stock Honda 
750 chain of that brand, only with 
heavier side paltes. A semi-enclosed 
chain oiler helped, also. Jammer 
owner Mil Blair noted that the chain 
wasn't even hot at the end of a run, 
that it barely stretched over the three 
runs, and that it wasn't scuffed or 
marred. Though the clutch broke on 
Tuesday's run, Blair was happy with 
the season's progress, and stated that 
the runs at the Utah Salt Flats Racing 
Associations summer meet, where 
lines are inconsequential, had really 
helped them sort out problems. 

Vesco's new KZ1300-powered ‘liner 
came to the salt almost untested. It 
made one aborted run last fall, stopped 
because the cockpit was fogging in the 
cool, moist air, and then the weather 
closed in. It didn't get very far after 
the tow start on Monday, suffering 
problems which, though not serious, 
caused the bike to fall over and mar 
the other side, not an unheard-of oc- 
currence in Vesco's long career. Al- 
though it checked out earlier, the tow 
release did not check out on the start- 
ing line until after some fiddling with 
the electrics. Evidently during this 
process a solenoid was activated for the 
gear changer, and one engine was in a 
different gear from the other. Also, salt 
packed between the rear pulley and its 
belt, tensioning the belt too much, 
slowing the drive and eventually break- 
ing the belt. Some time was then spent 
building belt guards. 

On Wednesday's run the 'liner took 
off well from the tow release, gaining 
enough speed that the aluminum-tread- 
ed rear wheel with its incised Xs dug a 
two-inch deep groove in the salt, a 
phenomenon not likely to be appreci- 
ated by other racers or SCTA officials. 
Also a front pulley vibrated loose. 
Minor damage to the pulley splines 
was fixed and the wheel rim changed 
to one with the same grit surface but 
without the Xs. 

On Thursday's run the bike again 
started well from the half-mile, 40-50 
mph tow, but never tracked straight. 
Later Vesco found that, although he 
checked the wheel alignment before 
leaving home, that was apparently the 
source of the wobble. The plain wheel 
tread did not cut so deeply, and the 
bike was ready and waiting on Friday 
with many others until the meet was 
shut down without further qualifying 
runs. This ‘liner has some innovative 
features, primarily the all-belt drive 
with its overhead drive line, as well as 
the aluminum wheels, and it is larger, 
heavier and more powerful than Vesco's 
well-tested previous vehicle, crashed 
last June at El Mirage dry lake. (Of 
which he said, “I could fix it, but it's a 
major.") Vesco estimates the new 
bike's weight as 1700 or 1800 pounds, 
and the horsepower at about 500. He

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badly needs more time on the salt to 
sort it out. 


Don Engebretsen and Ted Gans- 
berger carried on a week's-long friendly 
rivalry with their red-framed, turbo- 
charged, alcohol-burning Honda 
750s, before ending up with blown 
engines 300 yards apart on the salt 
that cold Saturday morning. Engebret- 
sen's is Gansberger's of last year; the two 
met at Bonneville then. Gansberger's 
bike has an interesting feature, an in- 
tercooler to reduce the air temperature 
in the carbs after it comes warm from 
the exhaust and is compressed by the 
turbo. 


Engebretsen's bike, less complex and 
having been run more, ran well before 
breaking, turning 187.734 in qualify- 
ing Thursday (the record is 176.277, 
set last year), with Gansberger a little 
slower. Engebretsen rode also his last 
year's bike, another Honda 750, to a 
162.134 record on Wednesday, over a 
160.000 minimum set for the new 
APS-ABG-750 class, devised to give 
gasoline-burning bikes a chance to 
compete separately from fuel-burners. 

Four Honda records were set by the 
son and father team of Mike and Glen 
LaFollette, enthusiasts who ride their 
salt-beaters to work and also race, or 
have raced, elsewhere. These two kept 
very busy all week wrenching in order 
to set two records apiece, especially 
Glen who converted his 900 from the 
Production to the M-AG-1000 class. 
Since Glen had displacement to work 
with, he was able to bore the engine to 
accept higher dome Honda pistons of 
an unspecified model, as well as milling 
the heads for more compression. The 
lights came off for the Modified class, 
and a Bassani Superbike pipe and rac- 
ing Keihin carbs replaced their stock 
equivalents. 















Road racer Mike Ross used his 
friend Vance Breese's record setting 
Harley of last year, since Ross’ similar 
new one wasn’t finished and Breese 
had another Bonneville bike to play 
with. Ross used his own piston, cylin- 
ders, rod set, and flywheels, setting up 
the engine with more compression and 
less displacement, also a less restrictive 
set of pipes two inches in diameter in- 
stead of 1*5". Doug Draper, the tuner, 
is a past AFM number one rider, and 
the team got the Harley to go faster 
during the week until it bested Kawa- 
saki rider John Haider’s 1978 APS-AG- 
1300 record with a time of 171.994. 
Then they bumped it to 183.498. 

Tom Elrod campaigns a formidable 
double engine Zee with which he has 
been setting records at Bonneville 
since 1976. The double ran the best it 
ever has this week, and Elrod raised his 
1977 A-AF-3000 record from 188.006 
to 196.957, qualifying on Tuesday at 
200.233 for the second highest qualify- 
ing time by a bike not a streamliner. 

New this year on the double were 
two-throat carbs which Elrod helped 
S&S design. These are the most sophis- 
ticated of S&S carbs, with additional 
circuitry. They're like simplified 
Webers, but designed for motorcycles 
with their vibration and exposure 
weather. They flow well and provide a 
good mix throughout the throttle range, 
according to Elrod. 

For the serious enthusiast, Bonne- 
ville is a great place to see everything 
from the latest innovations to the his- 
toric, from purely functional machines 
to lovingly crafted ones. Until recently 
the only meet was SCTA’s which is still 
the biggie, by far. The last few seasons 
the Utah Salt Flats Racing Association 
has been holding two and three day 
meets, hopes to go for a big four-day 
one next July. e

It took ten years of trying, but Mike Kidd finally fulfilled his dream of winning the 
AMA Grand National Championship. Kidd and Gary Scott took their battle for the 
title right down to the final Winston Pro Series race of the season and went into the 
program tied on points. Charting the outcome would be simple — whoever finished 
in front of the other would be the new champion. Mathematically, defending 
champ Randy Goss was also in the chase although his chances were, at best, 
between slim and none at retaining the title. 

Ascot turned out to be a low key affair. Even Kidd, after winning the title, said it 
didn't feel like a shoot-out for all the marbles. Less than a week afterward Kidd was 
back at his ranch in Boyd, Texas beginning his training schedule of running, 
racquetball and trail riding in preparation for his title defense in 1982.

I'll believe it. To me it feels like Ascot 
was just another National, but with a 
lot more at stake. I think Dad really 
got more out of Ascot than I did — at 
least up to now. Our guys told me Dad 
was pounding out a trench in our pit 
area, he.was walking up and down so 
much. He had a heck of a grin on 
when I finished second. We did a little 
celebrating last night (September 30), 
and had a party at my house for all the 
people in Texas who have helped me 
through the years. 

You said at Ascot that “winning 
makes the last ten years all worth- 
while." Can you explain that? 

I guess what I really mean is that the 
good times make up for the bad and 
I've had some bad times in my career. 





I think I really hit a string of bad luck 
when I broke my leg at the Santa Fe 
(short track) National in 1974. I was 
second in the points at that time and it 
ended my year, but good. Then I 
broke the leg again, practicing for the 
Houston Nationals at the start of 1975. 
At that point in my career I felt like it 
was all over. I was very low after that 
second break and didn't really see any 
way I could make a comeback. For- 
tunately, I had a really good doctor 
who believed in me and my racing. He 
worked with me for about six months 
getting me back in shape. I won the 
first race back, the Terre Haute Half 
Mile and I figured `my luck had 
changed. 

It hadn't, because at the beginning 
of 1976 I had all my equipment stolen 
and that's like taking a guy's job away. 
I didn't see any way I could come back 
from that, but I did. I rode for Mert 
(Lawwill) in 1977 and two years later 
picked up the Army deal. This year 
when I had the back injury at Daytona 
I thought here we go again, but we 
pulled it out. I guess that's why I say 
that winning the title makes it all 
worthwhile. 


Weren't there a number of times 
when you came very close to 
retiring? 

Yes. Yet somehow I took the gamble to 
keep going. The decision to continue 
racing was strictly up to me. My dad 
and my wife didn't try to influence me 
one way or another, it was something I 
had to work out for myself because I 
had to live with the decision. 


When did you believe you had a 
realistic shot at taking the cham- 
pionship? 

I really began to take my chances for 
the championship seriously after I got 
third at Tulsa (August 22). After that 
I began to feel maybe Mert would let 
me ride the Harley to finish out the 
season while Jimmy (Filice) put in time 
on the Yamaha. It was a case of why 
build two similar bikes (Yamahas) 
when we didn't have the bugs worked 
out of one yet. Although nobody really 
said anything, I think there was a 
decision, more or less, in everybody's 
mind to let me ride the Harley and, 
hopefully, wrap this thing up. 

I have to give Kenny Clark (of 
Yamaha) and Mert a lot of credit for 
going along with that program. They 
didn't want to stand in my way after 
coming this far. If the Yamaha had 
been working, then that's what I 
would have ridden. As a racer I want 
to ride what I know I can win on, but 
as a businessman — and racing is a 
business — I knew I had an obligation 
to Mert and Yamaha to develop the 
new bike. That's what I was hired for. 


Didn't Kenny Roberts lay down the 
law after the Laguna Seca road race 
that all effort was to be directed 
toward the development of the 
Yamaha? 

Correct. We sat down in his 
motorhome and discussed the rest of 
the year and what we would do. When 
we left the idea was to race the 
Yamaha, but only if the bike was 
right. However, we had sponsor 
commitments to race every National so 
instead of duplicating the Yamaha, 
which wasn't quite right yet, it was 
decided to let me ride the Harley and 
put Jimmy on the Yamaha to fulfill 
our obligations. 

I feel the championship was a team 
effort. It wasn't done by one individual 
at all. We had a lot of ups and downs 
during the season. If you count the 
road races, I had eight races where I 
didn't score points. In that respect it 
wasn't a successful year in being con- 
sistent by any means. However, at the 
end of the year — from Tulsa on — we 
had a 100 percent effort in one 
direction and that was to tie up the 
title. We actually wrapped up two 
titles when you count Jimmy's Rookie 











of the Year honors. 
Didn’t you receive a bit of unex- 
pected help at Ascot which may have 
turned the tide in your favor? 
Yes and it really surprised me. Jay 
Springsteen’s tuner Bill Werner 
offered some suggestions to us and 
that, in a sense, made me feel a bit 
better by knowing some other people 
out there were in my corner. Mert 
came to me and said Werner felt he 
had a rear tire that. would work well 
with the track the way it was, so we 
went over and discussed it with him. 
We took the tire (An intermediate 
compound versus the soft compound 
everyone else was using...Editor) and 
it worked great. Werner had two of 
the tires with Garth Brow using the 
other. The reason we changed is that 
we had tire problems in the heat and I 
feel the change was for the best. 
Have you thought about what you 
can do for the sport as Winston Pro 
Series champ? 
Yes, I have and I've already gotten the 
ball rolling. I want to do a lot of pro- 
motional work and get my name 
spread around as well as that of 
Winston's. I feel that between myself, 
Winston and the AMA working 
together we can upgrade the sport. I 
think we can put some class into racing 
and I've got some ideas I want to 
discuss with the riders about the image 
of our sport. I feel we have a good 
program to sell to future sponsors and 
to television. I want to do my part. I 
don't want this championship to slip 
away from me without having gained 
anything from it. I want to make full 
use’ of it for myself and at the same 
time help the Winston Pro Series.

The guiding forces behind Roberts- 
Lawwill Racing are Kenny Roberts 
and Mert Lawwill both former 
National Champions. Lawwill was 
taking it easy at his Tiburon, Cali- 
fornia home when contacted about his 
feelings on Kidd’s championship. 


How does it feel having tuned your 
way to Number One as opposed to 
having won the championship as a 
rider? 

It’s never quite like doing it yourself, 
although I feel a great deal of pride in 
what we've accomplished. It wasn't as 
satisfying as when I won the title (in 
1969), but I guess it’s the next best 
thing if you can’t be on the track your- 
self. I'm pleased. Mike worked hard all 
year, as did everyone on the team. The 
only regret I have is that we couldn't 
finish out the year on the Yamaha, 
because that was the original game 
plan. All in all I'm delighted we were 
able to pull off winning the 
championship. 

I guess you could say we all had a 
case of Number One fever those last 
few weeks. Realistically, that was the 
only way to go, because we knew we 
couldn't get the Yamaha working good 
enough, quick enough to be totally 
competitive for winning Number One. 
Those last three or four weeks of the 
Nationals, we just bent all plans and 
concentrated on going after the 
championship with everything we had. 
Kenny Roberts was on hand at Ascot 
overseeing the operation of Roberts- 
Lawwill Racing and was just as 
much on edge as others on the team 
when the National finally came to 
the line. Afterwards, he was calm 
and cool while receiving congratu- 
latory words of praise from many. 
The race was hard on me. It’s really a 
strain to watch when you're involved 
with someone who is going for the 
championship rather than yourself. I 
really wish I could have been out on 
the track racing for the title. That 
wouldn’t have bothered me because 
Ive been there before. Until now I 
haven't had the opportunity to find 
out what it feels like on the other side 
, of the fence. x

Zitterkopf doubles 
at IRA Arroyo MX

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, OCT. 4 
This day’s International Racing 
Association races were run on a 
slightly shortened course which 
was laid out for the NMA Fall 


Nationals which were to follow the 
next weekend at Arroyo. The watering 
system is improving every week and the 
course had been graded to remove 
some of the bottomless whoop-de-doos 
on the back side. Putting all of that to- 
gether meant very fast lap times. 

Even though the course had been 
smoothed, it is still a very tight course, 
favoring the more agile bikes, as could 
be seen by the quick laps turned by the 
80cc Modified bikes. Larry Brooks 
holeshot the Experts and Jason Prater 
did it to the Intermediates in moto one 
of this race. By the end of lap one, 
Todd Campbell had moved to Brooks’ 
back fender and laid down a pressure 
barrage that you knew would break 
one of them. That pitched battle 
continued without let-up for six laps. 
On lap seven, Campbell made fis 
move. He went into the big jump just 
before the scoring booth a little faster 
than Brooks, came down sooner and 
cut Brooks off on the inside. From that 
point, it was Campbell’s show as he 
extended his lead and took first at the 
checkered. The pass apparently dazed 
Brooks, allowing Jason Rincon, who 
ran a consistent third —— the 
race, to take second before the finish. 

Rincon got the jump off the line in 
moto two, but Campbell was hot today 
and came around at the end of lap one 
in the lead where he stayed for the win 
and the overall. Prater repeated his 
domination of the Intermediates to 
take first overall in that class. 

The 500 and 125cc Pros were 
combined for the next race and Greg 
Zitterkopf was the easy winner of both 
motos and the 500cc purse. While 
Zitterkopf was breezing away with the 
overall the contest fell to the 125s and 
Dick Hoffman and Dick Sands were 
providing the entertainment there. 
Moto one was Hoffman's and, 
although he was never headed, he was 
harassed by Sands for the entire race. 
At the gate drop of moto two, Randy 


Yetto was won the drag race up the 
starting straight to grab an early lead 
and maintain it for two laps. On lap 
three, Sands decided that the second 
spot he had been occupying since the 
start would not be good enough for the 
win, and bulled his way past Yetto to 
run away with the rest of the moto and 
the overall for the day in the 125cc 
Pros. 

Decker again took the lead in moto 
two with Bill Erb and Hallihan right 
behind him. Erb had problems and 
dropped way back on lap two, leaving 
Hallihan to harass Decker. Ken Erb 
moved up to do the same to Hallihan. 
Erb got by Hallihan to take on Decker 
one more time and J.W. Hansen also 
slipped under Hallihan to run third. 
They continued this way for a lap and 
a half but reappeared from the hidden 
part of the course on lap eight with 
Hansen in the lead ahead of Decker 
and Erb. That was the way they 
finished, giving Decker a first for the 
day in the 500cc class and Ken Erb the 
250cc overall. 

The 250 Pros were the last formal 
race of the day. Scott Manning showed 
his heels (and his rear fender) to the 
rest for the entire race. Greg Zitter- 
kopf showed up in this class too on 
another Montclair Yamaha to 
challenge Manning throughout the 
entire moto. Troy Manning, like 
brother Scott, on a Dale's Modern 
Cycle Yamaha, ran third until the 
second to the last lap when continued 
pressure from the fourth-running 
Dave Pettigrew was too much for 
Troy's bike and it breathed its last. 
Moto one finished Scott Manning, 
Zitterkopf and Petti 

Zitterkopf was first into the first 
turn when the gate creaked open for 
moto two but Scott Manning came 
around at the end of lap one in the 
lead.

 outhern Nevada- Southern Cali 
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Rocket Rex Staten returned to 
the motocross scene by easily win- 


ning both 250cc Pro class motos at 
Corona Raceway. Again the Racing 
Association of Cycle Enthusiasts hosted 
the California Racing Club's qualifier 
for next month's San Diego stadium 
amateur supercross. 

Suzuki's Brian Fry led the pack into 
the first turn in moto one of the 250cc 
Pro class. But it was Staten who headed 
the field by the second turn. In pursuit 
of Staten were Fry, Montclair Yamaha's 
Greg Zitterkopf and Roger Hayes. 
Staten lengthened his lead by the 
second lap while a battle brewed over 
second between Fry and Zitterkopf. 
Zitterkopf slipped by Fry on the third 
lap, taking over the second spot, but 
quite a ways behind Staten. Staten 
went on to take the win followed by 
Zitterkopf, Fry and Jeff Prieur (Yam). 

Staten grabbed the holeshot for the 
start of the second moto trailed by 
Zitterkopf, Steven Schilliy (Yam) and 
Fry. Zitterkopf put the pressure on 
Staten as the two leaders began to pull 
away from the rest of the pack. It 
wasn't until the fifth lap that Staten 
gained a sizable lead. But Staten's luck 
began to turn sour when the rear 
brake assembly on his Suzuki began to 
disassemble, leaving Staten without a 
back brake. Zitterkopf began to make 
up the distance but time ran out for 
the Yamaha rider as Staten crossed the 
finish line first, leaving Zitterkopf sec- 
ond. Meanwhile, Fry got past Schilliy 
early in the race to capture third. 

In the 500cc Pro class Don Griewe 
(Mai) and Zitterkopf traded moto 
wins, but it was Griewe who won the 
all important second moto to take top 
honors. 

The start of the first 250cc Inter- 
mediate moto saw Honda mounted 
Pat Schreffler in the lead closely trailed 
by Pomona Yamaha's Rusty Taftlinger, 
T.W. Hansen (Yam) and Brandon 
Sniederwine (Kaw). By the third lap 
Schreffler surrendered the lead to 
newly acquainted Kawasaki rider Rick 
Roark and second to Taftlinger. After 
a somewhat poor start Rick Vanderham 
(Yam) worked his way up through the 
field, engaged in a close battle between 
Taftlinger and Schrefler for second. 
Taftlinger dropped out, letting Van- 
derham and Schreffler duke it out for 
themselves. With only two laps re- 
maining, Vanderham put the move on 
Schreffler to take over the second spot. 
To the surprise of Schreffler, Hansen 
managed to slip by the Honda rider 
for third on the last lap. Roark took 
the win followed by Vanderham, Han- 
sen and Schreffler. 

The second moto holeshot went to 
Hansen, who was chased by Taftlinger, 
Vanderham and Roark. Roark wasted 
no time by taking over the lead by the 
end of the third lap. Vanderham work- 
ed his way past Taftlinger for second 
then set his sights on Roark, but to no 
avail. Roark went on to win the moto 
and the overall while Vanderham and 
Hansen settled for second and third.

By lap nine he was able to pass 
and slip into second to the flag. Crop- 
per had a commanding lead and flew 
across the finish line a strong winner of 
moto one. 

Watilo picked up third and Mike 
McCormick (Yam) held fourth. Larry 
Hofenbredl (Suz) took fifth and Steve 
Corcoran (Yam) claimed sixth. 

Bob Cameron (Gresham Suz) got 
the second moto holeshot and kept it 
until lap two when Stacy. Thornton 
(Suz) blasted by him to go into the 
lead. Cropper got a lousy start and 
had to work himself up through the 
pack. Anderson went from fourth on 
the first lap to second on the second 
lap. He then passed Thornton on the 
third lap to take the lead, which he 
held to the flag. Stacy stayed with him 
for second and Cropper got to third 
before time ran out. 

Overall it was Anderson, Cropper 
second, McCormick and Thornton. 

Robby Watilo (RW Racing), got a 
magnificent holeshot in the first 250cc 
Pro moto. He was way into the lead 
and hauling you know what. Anderson, 
the major threat was laying way back 
in fifth. Steve Williams (Yam) had sec- 
ond for two laps, but on lap three An- 
derson picked a line and swept by 
Williams to take second. Meanwhile, 
Watilo was out front smoking. Then it 
happened, while he was smoking he 
jumped the first underpass jump, set 
up for the right hander and dumped 
it. Anderson was just close enough to 
see what happened and wicked it just 
enough to squeak by before Watilo 
could right his machine. They both 
had such a lead that no one got by. 
Watilo cranked it back оп and the 
race took on added interest. Side by 
side they went and it was “wow” time. 
On the next to the last lap Anderson 
made that same jump, the first under- 
pass, and rewrote the Watilo book, 
dumping it in exactly the same spot as 
Rob did. Watilo went by to take the 
flag and the moto. Anderson was 
second, Steve Smith third, Tim Mich- 
litsch fourth and Kevin Jansen fifth, 
the latter two riding support Kawasakis. 


The second 250cc Pro moto was an 
anticlimax. Watilo got a bad start 
while Anderson got a good start. Steve 
Williams (Yam) took the lead for a 
short time and was passed by Anderson 
by lap two. Kevin Jansen reclaimed the 
second position and held it to the flag. 
Williams was able to hold third and 
Craig Praus (Yam) earned fourth. Ken 
Reynolds (Suz) picked up fifth. 

What could have shaped up to be 
was not to be. Watilo went down in the 
third turn, getting started again dead 
last. Three laps later he pushed in with 
a broken frame. The overall shook out 
as follows: Anderson, Jansen, 
Williams, Steve Smith and Craig Praus. 

All-in-all a very good windup for a 
super good seasonal meet at 
Washougal, home of the AMA sanc- 
tioned Washougal/Yamaha 125/500cc 
MX National due to hit on August 15, 
1982 — remember, you read it here 
first.

K&S had to file for permit with 
BLM months in advance and had no 
choice but to have the event on that 
date. Friday night it started to razn, 
raining lightly most of Saturday, and 
then almost all night Saturday and 
Sunday morning. The sandy soil packed 
down just like a beach at low tide. The 
rain let up shortly after the 10 a.m. 
start and a better race could not be 
asked for. 

This desert area 20 miles east of Bend 
is adjacent to the U.S. Forest Service 
land and K&S had planned to start the 
race on BLM land, then venture south 
onto the Forest land for about a 35 
mile loop. With the dry conditions, 
the Forest Service said no at the last 
minute and K&S had to run a shorter 
course. Turned out to be a 26 mile 
course run three times. 

Young Brad Turnidge jumped into 
the lead and it looked like he was 
going to repeat his last three overall 
wins. His 495 KTM ran all right down 
a real fast road only to seize just past 
checkpoint two on a trail. 

Joe McCormick, riding an Open 
class Husky, went on for the overall 
victory. Rick McUne was second 
overall and second Open rider. Cliff 
Humbard was right behind, and at the 
finish line he found htat he was first 
250cc Expert. 

The course was very challenging 
even though it was only a total of 78 
miles. There was a new trail on a side 
hill, a few rock piles, some nasty, deep 
sand dunes that got worse with each 
passing lap and then those fast sections 
that took their toll of pistons and 
cylinders. 

Old Timer Expert Denny Olson 
took his first first place in this class. 
Olson, a Maico rider, was quite proud 
of his pus and of his Maico. To

Bersch bounced back with a holeshot 
in round two as “Comeback” Kyle 
Landrum (Suz) shadowed him in 
second.
